JACOB  LAWRENCE 

Jacob  Lawrence,  according  to  genealogies  of  the  Lawrenee  family 
ot  Mew  York,  is  a  direct  descendant  of  Sir  Robert  Lawrence  of 
Ashton  Hall,  who  was  the  son  of  Robert  Lawrence  of  Lankershire, 
born  about  1150.  Sir  Robert  Lawrence  was  knighted  for  services 
during  the  crusades.  Is  a  descendant  of  Major  Thomas  Lawrence 
born  about  March  8,  1619,  one  of  the  patentees  of  Newtown,  Ixmg 
Island. 

Jacob  Lawrence  b.  1732,  d.  March  18,  1813,  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
one  years  and  three  months.  Married  Marah,  who  d.  September 
fourth,  1805,  in  seventy-sixth  year.  Both  buried  in  Baptist  Church¬ 
yard,  Netherwood,  Pleasant  Valley,  New  York,  and  their  tombstones 
are  in  excellent  condition.  They  moved  from  Westchester  County, 
New  York,  to  Duchess  County,  New  York,  during  the  Revolution. 
According  to  the  United  States  Census  of  1790,  Jacob  Lawrence 
owned  two  slaves.

RICHARD  LAWRENCE 

Richard  Lawrence  (Jacob1),  b.  March  1<4,  1756,  d.  January  26i  1837. 
Buried  in  Baptist  Churchyard  Netherwood,  Pleasant  Valley,  Duchess 
County,  New  York. 

Richard  served  in  the  Revolution  from  Duchess  County.*  He  later 
went  to  Virginia  and  taught  school.  There  he  married  Betty  Glass. 
By  this  marriage  he  had  one  son,  Robert  Lawrence,  born  October 
9.  1785.  Betty  Glass  Lawrence  died,  and  Richard  returned  to  Duchess 
County.  There  he  married  Deborah  Shadbolt  Lawrence,  widow  of  his 
brother,  John  Lawrence.  She  was  born  February  29,  1768  and  died 
January  16,  1848.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Shadbolt. 

Richard  was  a  deacon  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  at  Netherwood,  Pleasant  Valley,  Duchess  County,  New  York. 
According  to  the  history  of  the  church,  he  gave  one  hundred  dollars 
toward  its  founding,  and  also  boarded  the  carpenters  while.it  was 
being  built.  He  lived  in  the  next  house  west  of  the  church.  He  later 
bought  a  place  four  and  one-half  miles  east  of  Poughkeepsie,  and 
gave  it  to  his  daughter  Ruth  and  her  husband.  Allan  Shadbolt,  where 
they  lived  the  rest  of  their  lives.  Richard  and  Deborah  also  lived 
there  in  their  later  years.
